California’s State Fair will pre- 
sent a $7,500,000 institution at its 
85th annual renewal September 1 
through the 10th. 

Nearly $2,000,000, mostly supplied 
by the Federal government, has gone { 
into improvements in the last two 
years. Since the Fair closed last | 
a large portion of it to provide show | 
Seputember, $700,000 has been spent, 
quarter for young exhibitors of the 
State. 

The Fair, itself, is in first place 
in the nation insofar as attendance 


\is concerned and Secretary-Manag- 
'er Robert Muckler points out that 


the 12 new buildings now under 
construction for 4-H Clubs and Fu- 
ture Farmers of America will give:

country. 

Three hundred Works Project Ad | 
ministration and state architect di- | 
vision employees are at work on the 
improvements. 

The twelve new buildings will oe 
divided equally between the two 
youth groups. Each will have an ad- 
ministration building 64 by 160 feet 
and 28 feet high. A domed roof of a 
new type eliminates pillars or posts 
on the floors, An arcade 185 feet 
long connects the two buildings.

Six Countries 
Kye Antarctica: 


Germany Latest to Claim 
Part of Ice-Covered 
Continent. 


WASHINGTON. — With Germany 
now making claim to 230,000 square 
miles of Antarctica, explored from 
one of her whaling ships, five na- 
tions and Australia have set up 
claims for the division of the vast 
continent that lies under a thick lay- 
er of ice at the ‘‘bottom’’ of the 
world. 

“The claims on behalf of Nor- 
way, Great Britain, France, the 
United States, and Australia have 
sliced the Antarctic continent like 
a huge pie; but title to some of the 
slices is by no means clear and un- 
says the National Geo- 
graphic society. 

How Claims Rest. 

“When Amundsen, first man to 
reach the South pole, arrived there 
in December, 1911, he claimed for 
Norway a relatively small circular 
area of land around the pole with a 
radius of about 110 miles. Since 
then explorers who have cruised 
the Antarctic coast, penetrated the 
continent a few miles, or flown over 
certain previously unexplored re- 
gions have clairned for their coun- 
tries all the land between certain 
longitudes extending all the way to 
the poles. 


“The so-called Australian claim is 
the largest single slice of the Ant- 
arctic ‘pie’. It extends from 45 de- 
grees east longitude to 160 degrees 
east longitude. France, however, in- 
sists that the region from Adelie 
Land between 136 and 143 degrees 
east longitude, wholly within the 
Australian claim, is hers; and in 
January Lincoln Ellsworth looked 
down from an airplane in the same 
Australian area on 80,000 square 
miles ‘never before seen by man,’ 
and announced his claim for the 
United States. The Ellsworth area 
lies between 74 and 85 degrees east 


longitude, and 70 and 75 degrees 
south latitude. Thus, it does not 


reach the edge of the continent. 
Claimed for U. S 


“Besides the Australian claims 
there are two other pie-shaped 
slices claimed by Great Britain: the 
Ross Dependency between 160 de- 
grees east and 150 degrees west 
longitude; and a large area between 
20 and 89 degrees west longitude. 
Between these slices claimed by 
Great Britain are Marie Byrd Land 
between 120 and 150 degrees west 
longitude, which was explored by 
Admiral Meher E. Byrd; and 
James W. Elisworth Land, the area

claimed for the United States when

“The Norwegian claims are not 
as definite as some of the others, but 
are understood to cover the sector 
extending from 29 degrees west lon- 
gitude to 45 degrees east longitude.

BEACON, N. y.—The “‘lost world”

er a mystery. ; 

It is brought into full view by a 
new ‘‘shock”’ treatment which hits 
the emotions only, and is announced 
in Sociometry, a journal of imper- 
sonal relations. This new kind of 
shock is curing insanity. 

Furthermore, for probably the 
first time in mental records, the 
emotional shock enables the insane 
to reproduce at will, detail by detail, 
the fantastic appearance of the real 
world as it looks to insane eyes. 

The shock is induced if mental 
patients re-enact, in lucid moments, 
the experiences of their delirium. 
These sensations have been one of 
the closed doors of insanity, truly 
forgotten from the very moment of 
recovery. 

Akin to Sugar Shock. 

The ideas that led to penetration 
of this barrier came partly from a 
study of another form of shock for 
the insane, the so-called sugar shock 
and camphor shock, the former 
caused by excessive doses of insu- 


| lin, the letter by a form of camphor 
| known as metrazol. 


About four years ago Dr. Manfred 
Sakel, young Viennese physician, 
astonished the medical world by giv- 
»atients overdoses of ini- 


ing ment: 
sulin. Insulin has no known connects 
tion with insanity.

To Have 60-Year Life | 


SACRAMENTO, CALIF. — The 
country’s largest oil field produced 
200,000,000 barrels of oil during the 
past 10 years and, according to the 
U. S. geological survey, has 50 more 
years of productiveness. 

The rich petroleum source is the 
Kettleman Hills oil field near Coa- 
linga in central Oklahoma. 


The government, which has al- 
ready received $16,000,000 in reve- 
nues from this field, co-operates with 
operators in developing the field. 


It has 69 wells which have pro- 
duced more than 1,000,000 barrels of 
oil each, with one well producing 
more than 6,000,000 barrels. 


Revenues from the field are di- 
vided, with 37% per cent going to 
the state for roads and public 
schools, 52% per cent to the federal 
reclamation fund for western irriga- 
tion, and 10 per cent to general 
treasury funds. 

Federal revenue in the past 10 
years has totaled $12,587,077 for oil, 
$2,803,944 for gas, and $996,837 for 
gasoline. November, 1937, was the 
peak month for a royalty of $295,895. 


Battleship Figurehead 


Ornaments Gate of Park | 

BATON ROUGE, LA.—The mas- | 
sive solid brass figurehead of the 
U. S. S. Louisiana, pride of the navy 
more than a quarter-century ago, at | 
last has found a permanent resting | 
place. 

The figurehead, a design of the 
great seal of the United States, cost | 
the government $17,000 when the 
Louisiana was launched at Newport | 
News in 1892. 

In 1908 the government ordered 
all battleships painted gray and all | 
ornaments removed. The figurehead 
was removed, boxed and shipped to |

of Eruptions Hes Now 
Been Discovered. 


WASHINGTON.—A new way fo 
clock sunspots was revealed with 
announcement Smithsonian institu- 
tion mathematicians had discov- 
ered a new fundamental time divi- 
sion. 


The discovery was called ‘‘the 
89.36 year sunspot cycle’’ by its dis- 
coverer, H. Clem Clayton. 


Clayton, in a mathematical anal- 
ysis of solar activity, said that by 
means of the new time division he 
can make fairly accurate predic- 
tions not only of the times of re- 
currence of maximum and mini- 
mum sunspots in the sun’s atmos- 
phere, but also their amplitude at 
different occasions. 

Split Into Eight. 

The mathematician said the 
great time cycle of 89.36 years is 
split into eight component cycles. 
He said: 

“These might be likened to eight 
seasons on the sun, due to some un- 


| known factors in its own physical 


constitution.”’ 

He also explained that sunspots 
are attracting more and more atten- 
tion because of their known and sus- 
pected correlation with conditions 
on earth. 

Hitherto, it had been believed sun- 
spots occurred in approximate 11- 
year cycles and it also had been 
impossible to predict very accurate- 
ly the amplitude of either minima 
or maxima. 


Prediction Difficult. 
Nobody has been able to predict 


| with any confidence when a cycle ; 


would repeat itself, according to 


Clayton. 

He hoped his new fundamental 
time division would allow definite 
predictions. Pouring over yearly 
sunspot data since 1793, Clayton 
evolved the 89.36 year cycle. 

The eight cycles or seasons within 


| the master cycle occur at 11.17, 5.56, 


8.12, 8.94, 9.93, 11.14, 14.89 and 19.86 
He said: 

“It is all convincing evidence, that 
these solar tempests cannot be con- 
sidered as irregular explosions in 


| the sun occurring with a random- 


ness which cannot be predicted but 
that their frequency is governed by 
definite laws, however complex 
these may be.”’
